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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments presented by applicant are not 
persuasive. All the limitations recited in the claims are met by Ueda, Hibino, Hattori, Etoh, Kawada as set forth in the rejection. Applicant 
repeats the same argument as the previous reply under 37 C.F.R 1.111 on April 1 1 , 2003. That is Ueda fails to teach a signal correction 
circuit for subjecing the applied image signal to a correction for outdoor display in response to a setting by the setting unit for admission of 
the outside light. Examiner totally disagrees with applicant this point of view for the reasons as addressed in pages 6-7 of the final 
rejection. It is clear that the limitation above is met by Ueda because (1) examiner uses the reference of Ueda since the first office action, 
and applicant never argues that limitation above in Remark of October 30, 2002 (in other words, applicant agrees that limitation is taught 
by Ueda) (2) Ueda teaches that "a control block circuit for automatically correcting the color of the display image and admitting the 
external light.. .the color of video signal therefrom is correcting in color (adjusting in white balance) by an RGB decoder 26 (see column 
4,line 25 through column 5, line 21). The color video signal of Ueda clearly meet the limitation "subjecting the applied image signal" . 
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
